As soon as the show people began 
putting up their tents the necessary 
papers for the injunction proceedings 
were prepared and were ready for fil­ 
ing when the shows concluded they 
had better move before any m ore work 
was done. 
A number of d ra y loads 
were standing on Tipton street ready 
to unload, but were sent on to P eter’s 
lot at the west end of Second street. 
'T h e tents which had been put up were 
taken down and the whole show will 
be on the Peter's lot.

T h e school garden system of San An­ 
tonio. Tex., is on an established prac­ 
tical basis.

its schools 
th a n any place of its size in th e world. 
T h ere are 341) of these cultivated plots 
a ttac h ed 
to 
the 
tw enty-nine 
public 
schools. 
The gardens are in charge of 
school superintendents, but the work of 
planting, cultivating and harvesting the 
products of each is carried on by the 
th e grtr-— 
den belongs. 
T he gardens vary 
from 
one-tenth to one-quarter of an acre. 
It 
is estim ate! that the total noreage is 
more than 100, or equal to th a t of a 
good sized farm. 
T iie boys of the schools ta k e a great 
pride in their gardens. 
T h e teachers 
deolare that since the gardens were es- 
the boys are much m ore in- 
lou with him in that particular, he in­ 
vited to joiu him.

A bout th ree days west of M asak a,

chase. 
W e followed the herd up a v al­ 
ley, with high hills on either side, for 
about three hours; they were evidently 
much alarm ed, and the tracks told 
us 
th a t they w ere moving at a steady pace. 
At length the valley divided into two. 
T h e herd took the branch running to 
the left, w hich w as well wooded and 
very narrow . 
They had evidently hesi­ 
tated on arriv al ut this point, for the 
dung, which up to this time had been 
cold, w h s now round to be slightly w arm . 
I decided th a t our best course w as to 
climb the hills on our right, from w’hieh 
we could look down into the vallty.

T h e youths are given a basic train ­ 
ing in fanning and gardening and are 
enabled to put their knowledge to practi­ 
cal use in tin* gardens t hat are provided 
for them. 
Energetic boys who become 
interested in the work do not confine

BIG SEAGOING RAFTS. 


T ran sp o rtin g 
Logs Along 
Coast from 
Oregon to Southern California. 


A nother big cigar shaped seagoing raft 
w as launched recently fr<un the cradle of 
YY'ullaee Slough, n ear here, by the B en­ 
son 
Logging and 
Lumbering com pany. 
T hree of the five rafts to he constructed 
by this com pany this sum m er are now ly­ 
ing anchored side by side aw aiting favor­ 
able w eath er for shipm ent to San Diego, 
Gal., where th e company bus large m ill­ 
ing interests. 
T h e logs are hauled by logging train s 
from the cam p, located four miles up the 
C latskanie, and dumped into tin* river. 
H ere they are hoisted by powerful m a ­ 
chinery into the cradle and bound as 
securely as iron and steel can m ake them 
for their perilous ocean journey. E ach 
ra ft has a carrying capacity of 5,000.ooO 
feet of logs and is worth about $50,000. 
Tin* dim ensions are: Length, 74<> feet; 
width, 52 feet; depth, 30 feet; draught, 
24 feet. 
Aside from the timber^vaJue, thousands 
of dollars worth of chain is used in their 
construction. 
Extending 
through 
the 
center of the raft and acting as a b ack ­ 
bone. to which the circle chains are fas- 
leued is Tot; fot-t of l ’_, inch herringbone 
chain, and t<> bind the logs at intervals 
of 12 feet requires 
feet of l 1*.» inch 
< irelt* chain. 
As a haw ser for towing, 
Poo feet of heavy tow chain is used. 
From tin* tune the logs art* hoisted 
from the river into the cradle just two 
and a half m onths’ time is required to 
put a raft in seagoing condition, and tin 
tit r favorable w eather eruditions it will 
reach its destination in about eighteen 
days.—Clutskanie ( ’or. Portland Oregon- 
ion.

Boers,

R hodes

dition of affairs and endeavored to cor­ 
rect it by appeals to the Boer govern ­ 


m ent. but without success. 
W hen they 
began to talk about the injustice of ta x­ 
ation without representation they w ere 
talking on a subject which had a fam il­ 
iar ring lo the young A m erica n ’s ears, 
and possibly that had som ething to do 
w ith the ready sym pathy he gav e them.

Irish Moss Industry on the Coast of 
the Atlantic. 


T h e seaweed industry in the U nited 
S ta tes is not as exten sive as it is abroad. 
It is practically restricted to M assachu­ 
setts. and is addressed to one species, 
the "Irish moss.” 
'File Irish moss, or 
carrageen, is found from North Carolina 
to 
Maine, 
as 
well 
as 
on 
the

m a s t. 
h«*iiig espied atty abundant Tie rf hr 
of Cape Cod, grow ing on rocks just be­ 
low 
low-wnter mark. 
T h e fronds ar® 
from three t<> six inches long and usually 
purple, nut when 
exposed to a bright 
light while growing art* o f a yellowish- 
grecn color. 
T h e crop is usually g a th ­ 
ered between the m onths o f May and 
Septem ber. 
A 
sm all 
part 
is gathered 
by hand, but most of it 
is torn from 
th e rocks by m eans of rakes used from 
boats. 
T he rakes are made especially 
for the purpose, have a fifteen-foot han­ 
dle and a head tw elv e to fifteen inched 
wide, with tw enty-four to tw enty-eight 
teeth six inches long and an eighth o f 
un inch apart. 
Iii the preparation and curing of Irish 
moss, fair weather and much sunshine 
are tin* principal requisites. 
W hen first 
brought ashore, the plants are w ashed 
in salt 
water, and then spread on th® 
sandy bose Ii I** dry and bleach. 
A fter 
tw enty-four hours in good weather, th ey 
an* 
raked 
up and again 
washed, and 
again spread on the beach to dry. Thro® 
w ashings are usually sufficient for com ­ 
plete 
cleansing, curing, 
and bleaching,

After 
the 
final 
washing, 
th e 
plants are left 
iii the sun, 
the entire 
process requiring about 
tw o 
weekH of 
good w eather and sunshine.

of this period the plants fade and are

w eek s are then required to sort and pre­ 
pare the product tor shipping. 
T h e moss is sent to market in barrel® 
holding about one hundred pounds, and 
the first crop is usually shipped in A u ­ 
gust.

Where a blood relationship exists, but 
is distant, 
these reactions are propor­ 
tionately faint, but w here no reactions 
occur there is no relationship at a 1.'.

enough, the blood of a bird shows u dis­

the blood of a snake, but none w hatever 
with that of the winged bat or the flying 
squirrel. for these are m am m als.

must bear a regularly signed certif! 
cate 
from 
health 
authorities 
from 
whence they came, stating that they 
are free from contagion. 
The gover­ 
nor, State Veterinarian A W. Bitting; 
and members of the board of health 
believe that indiana has been made a 
dumping ground for diseased cattle i 
shipped here by Ohio and Illinois deal 
ers. 
Prof. Bitting recently submitted 
a report Ho Governor Hanly stating 
that he found many tubercular cattle 
shipped to Indiana. 
The state food 
examination department of the health j 
board has made an investigation io j 
several large cities and lias found that 
tubercular cattle were being used in 
dairies, 
It has been found that many 
of these cattle were shipped to this 
state. 
The governor proposes to en­ 
force with vigorous hand a law enact 
ed by the last legislature giving hire 
the authority to prohibit the shipment 
of cattle into the state that have not 
been officially inspected and pronouns 
ed free from disease.
